BOILER EXPLOSION STARTS FIRE 


A botler in the basement of the New Bed 

ford apartment building at 804-818 Oakwood 
boulevard exploded last night. It was suc- 
ceeded by other explosions, and in a few 
hours a fire, fanned by 4 stiff wind, 
had destroyed $300,000 worth of property. 
and made 104 families homeless. 

For a time it was feared the entire bicck 
between Dresel boulevard, Ellis avenue, 
Oakwood boulevard and Thirty-ninth street 
would be destroyed.

Two women probably eaved many lives by 
abandoning the work of rescuing their own 

property and warning other occupants. 

The first fire truck to arrive was truck 19. 
As the men started to unload the apparatus 
there was an explosion and the terrified 
horses dashed down the street toward the 
lake. The hose was dragged several rods 
away, three firemen were hurt, and the 
horses plunged on through the iron grating 
that blocks the end of the boulevard from 
the Illinois Central railroad tracks and fell 
down the embankment. One of the animals 
was killed. An incoming suburban train 
was checked barely in time to miss striking 
the cart. 


Refugees Given Shelter. 

The Drexel Arms hotel, just across Oak- 
wood boulevard, threw open its rooms to the 
refugees and took them im as long as the | 
rooms lasted. The Chicago Motorcycle club 
members, with a vivid recollection of the fire. 
which swept them out of their quarters on 
the Midway 4 Year ago, opened their ne 
quarters at 3518 Mlis avenue to thé refugess 
and took care of about eighty more.

Before that time the council probably will 
have adjourned until fall. 


Railroad Unions Cause Delay. 

The decision to delay action was the result 
of the influence of the railroad employés’ 
unions. After the ordinance was recom- 
mended for passage last fall they had it re- 
referred to the committee so they could be 
given a hearing. Before the committee the 
unions argued that they wanted their hearing 
after the report of the Commerce associa- 
tion's commission is received. 

Four of the six who voted for postpone- 
ment are candidates for re#lection, and, al- 
though amenable to the dictates of the labor 
vote at all times, they were said to fear its 
opposition in the primaries on Feb. 6 unless 
they acceded to the request of its representa- 
tives.

‘Marriage Mill’ Justice Final- 
ly Released When Wife 
Signs. Bonds. 


ARRESTED IN LA GRANGE. 


Legal Status of Mill“ Marriages 
May Be Setthed at 
Trial, 


Justice of the Peace Edward R. Polk, chief 
operator of the “ marriage mill of Chicago,” 
was refused his release on a writ of habeas 


corpus by Judge Cooper in the Circuit court, 


following his arrest at his home in La Grange 
yesterday. 

Though his counsel, Attorney Robert N. 
Cantwell, attacked the warrant on which Polk 
Was arrested, declaring the charge against 
his client of performing an egal marriage 
was not supported by any statute, the writ 
was not granted and Polk was held in bonds 
of $2000 This was later furnished by his 
wife, Mrs. Agnes Polk, and her husband 
gained his freedom. 

The evidence on which the warrant was 
based was that he married Julia Gillison, 
14 years old, to Fred Drew. The “ cere- 
mony took place im the vault clerk's office 
in the office of the county clerk. Drew was 
later arrested on a charge of contributing to 
the-delinquency of children. 

A definite decision as to the legal status of

of the problem of censorship involved. 


shall decide what is proper for another set 
of people to do, and, conversely, how far the 
second set of people may conduct themselves 
to suit themselves in violation of the feelings 
of the first set pf people, is as old as history 
and will last al long as the world. 

The tendency has been and always will 
be for the faction in power, whether theo- 
cratic, autocratic, bureaucratic or demo- 
cratic, to gra! y its sense of the propricties 
and its sense of power at the expense of the 
rest. a 

In direct ratio to the power of office hold - 
ers to harass is the revolt against it strong 
and bitter. . 

In comparatively free America there are 
no publications to compare in lasciviousne+s, 
brutality, and bitterness with the periodical 
press of autocratic Germany. 

With the recent flood of vice plays, a 
movement was started to censor the “ legiti- 
mate” drama, but the public has shown by 
its withdrawal of patronage that it is 
eminently qualified to protect its own mor- 
als. And this calls to mind that the nasty 
theaters of the Sam T. Jack type of the last 
decade have failed from lack of attendance. 

If censorship had been enforced in the 
theaters, we may feel sure that the vice 
show would have persisted under police 
blackmail, while the great political or social 
lessons which some of our plays have taught 
would have been suppressed by the force 
assailed. 

In the case of the moving picture theater 
it is said, with great reason, that they ap- 
peal largely to children, and that, therefore, 
scenes calculated to instill low principles of 
morality should be eradicated. 

Admitting this, it must be understood that 
the pruning knife should be wielJud with a 
maximum of discretion. 

The first principle of our government is— 
the people supreme above the office holders. 

Brags buttons on a blue coat do not give 
unquestionable judgment on matters of pro- 
priety. Nor does enthusiastic willingness 
to superintend other people’s business bring 
with it an equal soundness of judgment. 

The trouble with censorship is that it is 
almost invariably used or warped to serve 
the interests of the censor. A policenfan 
will use his power to prevent even justifi- 
able criticism of the police, just as a monarch 
will use hie power to prevent justifiable 
criticiem of the monarchy, or a political fac- 
tionist will use his power or influence to 
exalt the faction to which he belongs. 

Censorship at all times and of all kinds 
is dangerous, and can only be permitted to 
exist when it is exercised with the utmost 
forbearance and the utmost common sense.

OOR little en- Emperor Pu- TI. who lost 
his Chinese throne just two years ago 
dy the establishment of a republic, has 
been kept until now in ignorance of the 
fact that he is no longer sovereign of 
the 400,000,000 souls comprising the popula- 
tion of what was once known as the middle 
kingdom. 

A general impression prevails to the effect 
that he has been conveyed to one of the cities 
of the interior, Sing-Fu, the ancient capital 
of the empire, where the reigning family 
sought refuge at the time of the seizure of 
Peking by the international forces fourteen 
years ago, during the Boxer rebellion. 

However, this is not the case. The boy 
remains sccluded within the innerniost por- 
tion of the so-called Forbidden city, that is to 
say, in the recesses of the imperial palace 
at Peking, which, with its gardens, is shut off 
by lofty walls from the outer world. 

By order of Yuan Shih Kal, president of the 
republic and its dictator, the now 8 year old 
ex-emperor is under the immediate care of 
two of the deputy wives, or rather dcputy 
widows, of the late Emperor Kwang-8u. His 
education is being provided by three tutors, 
two Chinese and one Mongol. 


— 

The Control and administration of his 
household is confided to the aged Manchu 
noble,“ Tche-Tchesu, one of the most infiu- 
ential, honest, and loyal of the councilors 
and adherents of the imperial family. 

With regard to the princes of the imperial 
house, most of whom were permitted to re- 
tain their immense fortunes, the majority 
of them have ted from Pe! to 
Tientsin, where they live in considerable 
magnificence in the German concession of 
the city. 

The most prominent of them lo Pritice Taal- 
Tao, who is completely given up to horse 
racing and to other forms of sport. | 

Two others, Prince Kong and Prince Zu. 
are believed to harbor designs for the resto- 
ration of the monarchy and arc understood 
to have had a hand in the recent rebellion of 
the southern province, 

Prince Taai-Tse, former minister of. finance, 
has been named by the president as keeper 
of the imperial graves, while Prince Pou- 
Tsun, who at one time was designated as 
heir to the crown, has also at 
Peking in his palace and has become one of 
the principal advisers and adherents of Yuan 
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vent what he dreaded more than anything 
else—namely: the appointment of a regency 
during his illness, a regency which would 
undoubtedly at that moment have taken ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to counteract all 
his projects of liberal reform.

That is what renders the position of com- 
mandant of the palaces one of such great 
importance and power. Everybody and every- 
thing has to give way to him and to bend 
to his-orders when be considers that the 
safety of his imperial charges is involved.

President Grevy was compelled to resign the 
chief magistracy of the French republic in 
December, 1887, for having bestowed the 
cross of the Legion of Honor upon Edmond 
Blanc, whose principal title to fame is that 
he is the chief owner of the public gambling 
tables at Monte Carlo. 

It may be recalled that the bestowal of the 
cross of the order upon Edmond Blanc led to 
such a popular outcry as to result in what 
was described at the time as the Legion of 
Honor scandal and to the discovery that M. 
Grevy‘s son-in-law, Daniel Wilson, who lived 
with his wife at the Elyséc, had been en- 
gaged in a corrupt c la connection witb 
the bestowal of decorations. 

Several of the confederates of Daniel Wil- 
gon in the affair were sentcnced to terms 
of imprisonment, but Daniel Wilson, al- 
though indicted, was never brought to jus- 
tice, owing to hie having taken advantage 
of his residence at the Blysée to secure from 
the department of the interior and from the

Washington, D. C., Jan. 29.—“ Beneficent 
sunshine,” enhancing the stock of corpora- 
tions was a characterization applied to the 
trust policy of the Democratic administration 
by Republicans today during debate in the 
senate.
